| WHEREAS, The City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, recognizes 
| that skateboarding is fast-becoming a new form of recreational 


activity throughout our City. 
| WHEREAS, The City on April 15, 1989, will open a 
| skateboard facility in Swinney Park. 

| WHEREAS, The Common Council believes that skateboarding 
| participants should have access to safe places to practice, 
\and that the safety of pedestrians and vehicle traffic should 
ion be put in jeopardy. 


Il WHEREAS, The Council with the assistance and

| cooperation of the City Administration therefore proposes the 
| following legislation to regulate the use of skateboards in

Il SECTION I. Chapter 25, Article VIl of the Municipal 
‘| Code of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, shall read in its 
| entirety as follows: 


Chapter 25. Streets, Sidewalks and Public Places. 





Article VII. Skateboards 





| SECTION 25-70. Compliance with the Article Required. 
| (a) No person shall ride a skateboard in any public 
| place within the City except where specifically authorized by 
“this Article. 

| (b) No person shall ride a skateboard in any public 


| place within the City without complying with the rules and 


| regulations of the Article. 





| ORDINANCE No. c- (L) II A TARE, 
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SECTION 25-71. Skateboarding Prohibited on All City Streets. 


(a) No person shall ride a skateboard on any street. 


(b) No person shall cross a street on a skateboard. 


| SECTION 25-72. Skateboarding on Sidewalks. 


(a) No person shall ride a skateboard on any City 


‘sidewalk in the following areas of the City: 


(1) "BlA and B1B" - Limited Business District

| (c) Persons who ride a skateboard on sidewalks where 

| pernitted must at all times exercise due care for the safety 

of other persons using the sidewalks. 

| (da) Persons who ride a skateboard on sidewalks where 

| permitted must at all times yield the right of way to 

| pedestrians and give pedestrians audible warnings before 
overtaking and passing them. 

| SECTION 25-73. Skateboard Regulations in Designated City- 

| owned Skateboard Facilities. 

| (a) The Board of Park Commissioners shall establish 

lan rules and regulations addressing the use of skateboards in 


| designated City-owned skateboard facilities. 
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(b) Any person who wishes to skateboard in any 


designated City-owned skateboard facility specifically 


| designated for the use of skateboards, shall be required to 


‘adhere to all safety requirements and posted rules and 


| regulations.

(c) Such regulations shall include but not be limited 


to the wearing of helmets, kneepads, and elbow pads; rules of 


|| conduct; fees; hours of operation; and penalties. All such 


| regulations shall be conspicuously posted at each such City-

shall be asked to abide by the governing rules and 
nT ee If the individual refuses to do so, he or she 
| hali be issued a warning notice, shall be asked to leave and 
shall not return to that specific designated City-owned 
| skateboard facility for the remainder of that day. Anyone 


refusing to leave or who returns that same day after having 


been asked to leave shall be issued a citation and shall have 


his or her skateboard seized and subsequently impounded by the 


Park Department or Police Department. 


| (e) Any confiscated skateboard, if belonging to a 


person under eighteen (18) years of age, shall be given up to 


|| the parent or guardian of the minor upon request and without 


|| charge if a first-time violator, after a full explanation of 


| the reason(s) for impounding the skateboard and a copy of the 
Rules of Conduct for the City skateboard facilities are given 
to such parent or guardian. Subsequent violations shall be 
| addressed pursuant to the provisions of Section 25-74. 

(£) Any confiscated skateboard, if belonging to a 
person eighteen (18) years of age or older, shall be given to 
that person upon request and without charge if a first-time 
violator, after a full explanation of the reason(s) for 
impounding the skateboard and a copy of the Rules of Conduct 
for City skateboard facilities are given to that individual. 


Subsequent violations shall be addressed pursuant to the 
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| (e) The impounded skateboard, if belonging to a person 
under eighteen (18) years of age, shall be given to the parent 
or guardian of the minor upon request after a full explanation 
(of the reason for impounding the skateboard is given to such 
|| parent or guardian and after payment is received for all 
| outstanding citations issued. The City shall give a copy of 
all rules and regulations governing the use of skateboards on 
| 


|| City property at the time of returning the property to the 


| parent or guardian.

|} (£) The impounded skateboard if belonging to the 


| violator who is eighteen (18) years of age or older shall be 


| 
| given to him or her upon request and receipt of payment for 





all outstanding citations issued. The City shall give a copy 


| 
| of all rules and regulations governing the use of skateboards 
fe City property at the time of returning the property to the 
| violator. 

| (g) Each subsequent day of violation shall be 


| considered a separate offense for which a citation may be 
| issued. 

| SECTION II. This Ordinance shall be in full force and 
effect from and after its passage by the Common Council and 


approved by the Mayor, and legal publication thereof.
